Much as the Dispatch 
would like to see the works go in 
at the old ferry, we do not like to 
see the scheme die before it has 
hardly been born because we can­ 
not be entirely pleased in regard to 
having it exactly wheie we want 
it. 
We are sorry to say, however, 
that there are iii this city a half 
dozen or so of citizens who are of

doo female pat ients.

ginning of help and hope for all the

India—probably never 
would have come to them.

in diameter,which gradually contract­ 
ing with shouts and yells, drove all 
the game in the woods together a t the 
pole of slaughter and for horse races, 
which bore little resemblance to those 
magnificent exhibitions which are the 
boast of Kentucky a t this time. 
In 
these affairs the 
women natural­ 
ly took no 
part; 
but weddings, 
which were entertainments 
scarcely 
less 
rude 
and 
boisterous, 
were 
their 
own 
peculiar 
province. 
These festivities lasted rarely less 
than twenty-four hours.

The Springfield (Maes.) Republican 
calls upon Boards of Health to break 
up the dense ignorance of most of the 
elementary laws of hygiene that pre­ 
vails in villages and rural communities, 
alleging that the necessity for sodoing 
is again shown by the typhoid fever 
epidemic a t Waterford, Wis. Trie 
Huneing family lived opposite the 
Catholic parochial school. 
In their 
yard was a well w ith the wooden pump 
so familiar about farm-houses, and 
here all the school children were ac­ 
customed to drink. 
A son of the 
Huneings came home from Milwaukee 
sick with the typhoid fever, and the 
utensils used in his care were rinsed 
under the family pump. On July 5, 
with thermometer at 108 in the shade, 
every child in the school drank from 
the contaminated well. 
The epidemic resulted,of course; and 
it will hang on the longer because Fox 
River i- dammed at Waterford, flood­ 
ing hundreds of acres, the surface of 
the w ater being covered with slime and 
moss th at tend to make the locality 
generally unhealthy. Tins is an ex- 
terme instance of a wide-spread ignor­ 
ance. Hundreds and thousand of New 
England farm-houses show sink drains 
an I wells that are a standing i11\ Ra­ 
tion to diphtheria and typhoid fever, 
and everybody in the neighborhood 
takes it as a matter of course. When 
you get to smaller settlements than 
bustling villages, except, |>erhaps, in 
places that live off from the summer 
boarder, there is absolutely no power 
of intelligent public opinion on the 
subject. 
An intelligent minority keep their 
surroundings healthful, but if they 
attem pt to extend that rule outside 
their own door-yards they soon learn 
the propriety of minding their own 
business. In such communities scarlet 
fever, diphtheria and even “chicken 
pox” are reckoned regular children’s 
diseases, a feat ure of the spring season, 
and when they get 
into the district) 
schools children of the clean and un­ 
clean suffer alike. The prop e-ity of 
the squalid part of a city pop Ration 
toward filth is checked by the pobliq 
authorities, and it is high time that 
some rule was established over thej 
same class in the country, where they 
form a large proportion ol the inhabi­ 
tants, and where people who are wide 
enough awake on other subjects art) 
strangely blind on this one.

C h u rc h F ash io n s in W ash in g to n . 
The fashionable church on Sunday 
in Washington affords a good deal of 
interesting material for reflection.

correspondent writing from the na­ 
tional capital says, somewhat flip 
pantly:

The strug­ 
gle for seats in the height of the sea­ 
son is quite as great as the scuttle for 
cards to very select affairs. An earn­ 
est seeker of salvation of the extreme­ 
ly fashionable 
type 
would perish 
sooner than he seen coming out of a 
church her set did not attend. It is a 
common thing for the church the 
President attends to be crammed, not 
with sinners who are writhing under 
the intolerable burden of sin, and are 
anxious to lead a new life, but that 
they may stare Mrs. Cleveland out of 
countenance, 
and 
thereby 
gratify 
their snobbish curiosity.
